In order for a university to obtain a charter, they must-meet 
certain criteria, Kelly said, including graduating a suitable num- 
ber of engineering students and having a strong, ongoing en- 
gineering program. 

“UNO has had a viable (civil engineering) program. for two 
years. They have strong faculty i in all, areas of the engineering 
department,” he said. 

in order to form.a charter, a university must also form a 
group of students interested in civil engineering, set up bylaws 
and a constitution, get support from department heads and fac- 
ulty and then petition the national chapter. 

Other chapters i in-the United States examine the petitioning : 
university's record, program and then vote. 

In April, three representatives of Chi Epsilon went. to the 


_ national conclave of Chi Epsilon at Purdue University. They 


included Maji, Mark Flott, Chi Epsilon vice president;.and Lori -
